Volunteering in sports, Jeux de la francophonie, 
youth groups, community groups, municipal politics (seniors, public 
security, youth, leasure). 


4. In your life what event, or book, or speech, or song or even TV show has 
made the biggest impression on you and your political thinking? Why? 

Political and municipal debates. Many times I felt dissapointed and it made 
me want to get involved so I could make a difference in people's lives.
